During the angling the 
anglers are not allowed to laughoispeak, 
under penalty of losing one or more ol 
their numbers. They are not allowed to 
rest their ha.ids or arms upon the table, 
thus making the angling amusingly diffi- 
cult, especially as the rest of the com- 
pany endeavor to make the anglers laugh 
or speak by telling comical stories and 
ridiculous jokes.

EDITORS REPUBLIC*!.-:—Will you permit me 


through your columns to answer some of the 
questions that are almost hourly asked me, 
either through the telephone, by letter, or hi 
sidewalk Interviews' 1st. Tho Charity Organiza- 
tion Socle!;- Is not a lelict society, but a bureau 
of information and an intelligence office for re- 
lief sock-lies. Itn objects aie to sec that all de- 
serving cases of destitution ure properly re- 
lieved, to prevent Indiscriminate and duplicate 
eiving, and to raako employment the oasis of 
relief. It proposes to accomplish these objects 
through four agencies, 1st, the general secretarj1, 
a paid acent; 2d, tho district committees; 3d, 
friendly vlsltoi a, and 4th, tho general co-opera- 
tion and assistance ol the public. 


The general secretary will take the reports ol 


relief giving societies, and of the overseer ot the 
poor, will thoroughly Investigate every case, 
\\lll !)}• a pi escribed form (which form the board 
of supervisors has ordered to be adopted by the 
overseer of the poor), record the name, age, 
ability to walk, state of dependence, &c., of 
every applicant lor public relief. When cases 
of distiess are reported to him, he will ImmcdC 
ately Investigate; If necessary afford temporary 
relief, and then refer the case to sueli agency or 
society as it may belong to foi permanent treat- 
ment 


Th» district or ward committees will take un- 


der their supervision all applicants for public 
rellsf reported to them by the general secretary 
as belonging to their ward, they will consult 
with the fi lendly visitors, as to the requirements 
of every applicant, and \\ill make It their busi- 
ness to find some, means of reducing the pauper- 
ism of their u.ird. 


The Oonti.iI Council will control all the work 


ot the society, and Mill assist and direct the dls- 
tilct committees. 


To the filt'mlly \Lsitors will be ivssifined the 


neighborl.v cure of the poor, in a district, which 
shall Include not imm1 than four or five (.miiltei 
on retold In the aceietarj's books. They will 
make their children their especial care, and see- 
ing; that no child Is kept li om school for want of 
books or clothes, aud that no mother IH lippt 
f loin work for want of some one u> care for her 
little eluulK'ii in her absence. Tl'*y n ill try tw 
cultivate habiu of thrift by inking small savings 
in tlmp of compaiative prosperity. In fact, the 
greater part of their mission Is to ".see (hut no 
children grow up paupers." 


Tho co-operatfou ot the public is necessary to 


the success of the society 1st. By liberally sub- 
scribing to Its support, enabling It to employ a 
flist-clais man as secretary. No question of 
economy must Interfere with this first requisite. 
2d By putting an end to Indiscriminate and 
ii responsible giving livery householder who i» 
asked lor broken \ ictuali, every business man 
whoglvesaquaiter to the man who "has had 
nothing to eat for '_'l hours," every society who 
has rcpoitcd to it a family sick and suffering, 
•hould refer the applicant to the secretary of 
the society, who Is pledged to sec that, tho case 
Is properly relieved.
